WASHINGTON, March 12. — There was 


much interest manifested in the proceed- 
ings of the senate today. The galleries 
were and a number of the diplomatic 
corps were in their reserved seats. It was 
expected that Senator Hill would speak 
on the Cuban resolutions and this added 
to the interest. 


After several petitions had been pre- 


sented among which was one from the 
white ribbon women advocating arbitra- 
tion of the difficulties between Great 
Britain and the United States, regular 
business was taken up. 
The galleries 


were then well filled and much expectan- 
cy prevailed. 


The Cuban resolutions came up at 1 


o'clock. Senator Hill was recognized as 
having the floor. He stated that he had 
given close attention to the question and 
would vote against the conference report 
on the resolutions. He confined himself 
to explaining his vote. As the conference 
report could not be amended, he would 
vote against the report in order that sub- 
sequently amendments might be made. 
He particularly objected to the third 
clause stating that the United States had 
not interfered in the struggles of Europe- 
an governments and their colonies, but 
owing to the proximity of Cuba the Unit- 
ed States should be prepared to intervene. 
This was ambiguous and unmeaning. 
The United States had intervened in such 
(o vtroversicB and had recognized conn- 
tries co'o lized by Spain.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 12—A frank- 


fort special to the Post soys the capltol 
is under constabulary rule. This morn- 
ing Mayor Julian ordered twenty extra 
policemen to remain ou dnty around the 
capitol, and instructed them to keep the 
rotunda absolutely clear. The mayor's 
action was taken after a consultation 
With the governor, who said if the mayor 
was unable to afford police protection to 
the members he intended to do so if it 
took every state guard in Kentucky 
All was quiet at noon. 
Shortly after the 


house opened Mr. Kaufman entered and 
arranged his papers on his (desk. 
Sena- 


tor James and Walton are in the house 
chamber ready for a joint session. 


As soon as the democratic leaders found 


that Senators James and Walton had se- 
cured admission to the house chamber 
they raised a protest. The Mayor .was re- 
quested to remove them but refused to do 
so and said it was only within the power 
of that house if it wished to reject the 
two men. The situation is very critical, 
because the democrats declare that if an 
attempt be made by the two ex-members 
to vote it will surely precipitate trouble, 


The Republican leaders assert that both 


James and Walton have a right to the 
floor of the house and some of them are 
not slow to say that they will vote in joint 
assembly for United States senator. Ad- 
jutant General Collier said at 3 o'clock 
that the only difference between the un- 
seating of Kaufman in the house and 
declaring vacant the seats of James and 
Walton in the senate was that Kaufman 
was legally unseated while James and 
Walton were not. 


It is expected that the Adjutant general 


will tal;e a band in case of trouble. 
The 


corridors are filled with even a more des- 
perate set of men today than were pros- 
sent yesterday and if trouble does break 
out the consequences cannot but be ter- 
rible. Men are in the corridors guarding 
the door of the house chamber however.

Decision in a Damage Suit In the 


Superior Cfiurt. 


Tiie suit ttRnir.st this ciry for damages 


leaved on the side walk on Eagle slrpet 
by the late James A. Bowen on Apvil 21, 
1894, 
was heard in the Supeiior Couit at 


Pittsfield yesterday. City Solicitor Potter, 
assisted by Lawyer Ashe, appeared tor the 
city, and Lawyears Purbhurst and Couch 
for the plaintiff. The «ase was a strong 
one against the city and the jury, after 
being out but fifteen minutes, brought in a 
verdict of $1,200 against the city. 


Mr. Bowen was passing McNcill's store 


on Eagle stropt and stepped in a depres- 
sion in the ooiieffte walk, which caused 
him to fall, and his rijjht ankle was sprain- 
ed. The depression in the walk was &!- 
mo^t two feet long, several inches in 
width and about two inches deep, and had 
been there for several months, a^ was 
shown by the testimony produced by the 
counsel for the plaintiff. It was held that 
the cause of Mr. Bowen's death, which 
occurred several months ago, was duo in- 
directly to the accident. Lawyer Potter 
in summing np the case asked Judge Hop- 
kins to rule in his charge to the jiyy that 
the action could not survive unless the 
man died from the injuries received. The 
Judge refused to rule and exceptions were 
taken, and the case will go to the Supreme 
Court.

ported Cats. A Good Exhibit. 


There was a small attendance at the 


cat show last night, as was to be expected 
for the weather was anything but agree- 
able. As a result those who were pre- 
sent had plenty of elbow room and abun- 
dant opportunity to look over the large 
collection of felines at their leisure. 


This is the first cat show held in North 


Adams and it must be confessed that it 
is a more interesting affair than had been 
expected by many. 
To one unused to 


such events a cat show might seem like a 
rather smalt affair, but the exhibit at 
Odd Fellows' Hall proves that a well 
arranged and well conducted exhibition of 
cats is by no means devoid of interest. 


The number of entries is larger than 


expected by many and nearly every com- 
partment in the rows of cages extending 
the whole length of the ball on either side 
is occupied. The cages are prettily dec- 
orated and many of them are handsomely 
furnished with carpets, cushions, etc., and 
the cats look and appear very comfortable 
and contented, with few exceptions. Here 
and there is one that gives evidence of 
not being used to being away from home 
and out nights, but the cat family as a 
rule being familiar with these dimensions, 
there is noticeable among the great major- 
ity of those on exhibition a spirit of sweet 
contentment and most perfect resignation. 


Most of the cats are natives and there 


are some fine specimens, noticeable among 
them being animals owned by Mrs. Shep- 
ard Thayer, Mrs. B. H. Fulton and Mr. V. 
W. Braman. the latter being a manx, or 
tail-less cat, often called rabbit cat. A. 
O. Hodge also has on exhibition two large 
manx cats, one of them weighing thirteen 
pounds. 


Mrs. F. E. White exhibits five angora 


cats, all fine specimens, and a silver tabby 
imported by her from Spain. The latter 
looks like a native and there is nothing 
specially noticeable about her except her 
beauty. 


The Japanese tab exhibited by JA.it. F. 


C. Witt of Greenfield is a rare beauty. 
Her fur is almost as short and sleek in 
that of a seal and she is striped In a way 
that reminds one of a zebra. This is the 
only Japanese v/ut on exhibition and she 
naturally attracts a good share ot atten- 
tion, both on account of her rarity and 
her beauty. This animal is valued at $100. 


A near neighbor to this pretty Jap is 


Minyou, a pure blood Persian cat that 
was impoiled from Paris, 
She is two 


years old and is owned by Fred Kurtz of 
Fairfleld, Mass., who paid $75 for her in 
Parisi. She resembles a-n Angora, her hair 
being even longer apparently, and she is 
the largest looking cat in the hall, though 
not the heaviest. Her color is gray and 
she is valued at $100. although it is said 
the owner would probably refuse twice 
that amount for her. 


On one side of the hatl i^ a cat that de- 


votfs much of her time to the care 
of a very young kitten, and ou the oppo- 
site side is to be seen a tamily of nearly 
half-grown kittens alill under the care of 
their mother. To those desiring a view 
of happiness the«e two cagK-* aie recom- 
mended. 


There is one dog ou exhibition, Me. 


T'tilton's pu<, Dixie, which was brought 
to the hull to keep the cat 'Poodles com- 
pany.

Qormau taria, were deprived of th« 
work that could have been utilized in 
making 5,3(10,000 Hues of pearl buttons. 
The ainonut of duty collected on foreign 
pearl buttons in 1893 was $393,245. In 
1893 it was 8241,193. By the Gorman 
law the American 
government lost 


$] 50,000 of revenue, while American la 
bor lost tho work of making 5,500,000 
lines of buttons Who derived any bene- 
fit from this species of "tariff reform?" 
Not onr government, not our workers, 
but foreign manufacturers and foreign 
labor.

largest amount of revenue can be raised

REWARDS OF PHILOSOPHY. 


Herbert Spencer Han Not Found Them 


Very Great. 


Herbert Spencer's first important work, 


"Social Statics,"was published in 1850, 
when he was just 30. Tho groat work of 
his life—the "System of Synthetic Phi- 
losophy"—was taken up in earnest ten 
years later. The sacrifices involved In the 
preparation ami production of the gigantic 
work thus heralded to tho world were lit- 
tle short of horoio. Those who know Mr. 
Spencer by hia books, alone may hav» 
thought of him merely as devoting himnlf 
to philosophy out of the abundance of his 
material wealth and comfort. Tho truth 
is far other-wise. No man ever lived a 
more ascetic life or denied himself more 
for tho sake of tho task ho bad undertaken 
for humanity. In his evidence given be- 
fore the commission on copyright he tells 
us In plain words, though in tho most se- 
verely impersonal and abstract manner, 
the story of his hard and noble fight dur- 
ing tho unrecognized days of his early 
manhood. Not a fight for bread, not a 
fight for fame, remember, but a fight for 
truth. Form's flrst book, "SocialStatics," 
In 1860, he could notflnd u publisher will- 
ing to take any risk; A) he was obliged to 
print It at his own cost and sell It on com- 
mission. Tho edition consisted of only 
750 copies, and it took no loss than 14 
years to sell. 


Such are tho rewards of serious thought 


in our generation! Five years later ho 
printed the original form of the "Princi- 
ples of Psychology." Again no publisher 
would undertake the risk, and ho publish- 
ed on ooiiimission. Onco more 750 copies 
were printed, and tho sale was very slow. 
"I gave away a cousidorabla number," 
says Mr. Spemjor pathetically, "and tho 
remainder sold in 13^ years." During all 
that time wo may conclude from the se- 
gue! ho not only made nothing out of those 
two Important and valuable books, but 
was actually kept out of pocket for his 
aapital sunk in them. 


"Before tho initial volume 'First Prin- 


ciples' was finished, "he observes, "I found 
myself still losing. During tho issue of 
the second volume, tho 'Principles ol Biol- 
ogy' I was still losing. In the middle of 
the third volume I was losing so much 
that I found I was frittering away all I 
possessed. I went back upon my accounts 
and discovered that in the courso of 15 
years I had lost nearly £1,200—adding In- 
terest, more than £),200. As I was evi- 
dently going on ruining myself I issued 
to the subscribers a notice of cessation." 


He had been living meanwhile In "the 


most economical way possible," In spite of 
which he found he had trenched to that 
large extent on his very small capital. 
Spartan fare had not sufficed to make his 
experiment successful. Nevertheless, he 
continued to publish, as he himself brave- 
ly phrases it, "I may say, by accident." 
Twice before in the course of those 15 
weary years he had been able to persevere, 
in spite of losses, by bequests of money. 
On this third occasion, just as he was oil 
the very point of discontinuing the produc- 
tion of his great work, property which he 
inherited came to him in the nick of time 
to prevent such u catastrophe. 


Any other man In the world would have 


Invested his money and fought shy iri the 
future of the siren of philosophy. Not so 
Mr. Spencer. To him life is thought. Ho 
went courageously on with his forlorn 
hope in publishing, and It Is some conso- 
lation to know that he was repaid in the 
end, 
though late and 111, fer his single 


minded devotion. In 24 years after ho be- 
gan to publish ho had retrieved his posi- 
tion and was abreast o£ his losses. Think 
of that, you men of business. Twenty-four 
years of hard mental work for no pay at 
all, and at the cud of it to find yourself 
just where you started 1 Since that time, 
It Is true, Mr. Spencer's works havo 
brought him in, by degrees, satisfactory 
revenue, but consider the plook and deter- 
mination of tho man who could fight so 
lung, in spite of poverty, against such ter- 
rible experiences.—Review of Reviews.

EN COMPARED. 


Their Remarkable Similarity—Bat the 


American Woman, Beprennted at Her 
Bent, Is Without a Pee* la Attractive-

AKEPULLT cul- 
tured women born 
and reared in great 
cities under favor- 
able circumstances 


rmtnrally bear a certain resemblance to 
one another. Racial inheritances always 
make a difference, but even when na- 
tives of far dis-tant countries, exposed to 
wholly distinct influences, they often 
have many limits, many specialties, in 
common. 
This is true of American 


women and Frenchwomen living at so- 
cial centers, notably in New York and 
Paris, the real, the sole capitals of the 
two republics. 
While in some ways to- 


tally niiiike, owing to wide divergence 
iu customs and institutions, they are sin- 
gularly alike in temperament, in tend- 
ency, in high self esteem, in individu- 
ality, in their s(>nse of equality with man. 


It seems fctrrngo that one of the oldest 


nations of Europe sbonltl be analogous to 
the newest uatiou in the world, and that 
Latin stock shcmld run parallel with one 
of tho great b; anches of Teutonic stock. 
If tho two peoples appear at opposite 
extremes, they are the extremes that 
mntually touch and melt into one. If 
the men of tho two lauds be not broth- 
ers, tho womon are assuredly mental 
and FTiuitnal sisters without definite 
consciousness of the fact. 


American v omen and Frenchwomen 


are, as a rule, deeply, irrecoverably at- 
tached to their own country, to their 
own capital. To the New Yorker there 
is no city, excnpt Paris, like New York; 
to tho Parisi,in there is no city, with- 
out any exception, like Paris. The for- 
mer is broader, better informed, more 
catholio minded, than the latter, to 
•Whom Paris seems to offer whatever ia 
best, most ]>leahant, most attractive, 
most beautiful. Tho Parisian is con- 
tracted, though of the world worJflly, 
chauvinistic, centralized, locally limit- 
ed, with ideus, however, reaching into 
measureitas (-pace. The New Yorker is 
not so coi;cri Irated} so compressed by 
idolatry of I.L.CO; has a far bigger geog- 
raphy, calm idiial recesses in remotest 
clinics. Tho 1 wain nevertheless, though 
by no means of one flesh, are often of 
one iiiood, one manner, onomind; fre- 
quently respoad to one another without 
knowing it; cro more alike, despite 
their differences, than the representa- 
tives of any ether two nations under the 
sun. They are far more alike, strange 
as it may soem, than the French and 
Italians, the French and Spaniards, the 
French and Portuguese, though these 
are supposed to be of the same Latin sis- 
terhood, and though they have, or ap- 
pear to have, a deal in common. Para- 
doxical as this may sound, it is incon- 
testably truo. 
French and American 


women of nrban rearing and habits, not- 
ably Parisians and New Yorkers, are 
apt to be mentally, if not ethnically, al- 
lied, and not a few of their characteris- 
tics are fully shared. 


Although woman's rights have not 


beeu discussed in France as they have 
been here icr almost half a century, 
Freuchwomi u have for ages been on an 
equality witu man and are often thought 
in many wars fcnperior to him, as in- 
deed our ow u woman are, especially by 
foreigners. 
Their equality over there 


has been greater, more widely illustrat- 
ed, than bore, though not in practical 
politics, and their superiority much 
moro insisted on. Much as the modern 
Gauls prido themselves on gallantry, 
they are far less gallant than we. They 
have alwayf sent women to the scaffold, 
notably the best and noblest, during 
the great revolution, while with na such 
a thing has been startliiigly exceptional. 
It is commonly eaid that a woman, be 
her crime \\ hat it may, cannot be exe- 
cuted in the United States, and tho 
statement is virtually true. The whole 
community hero revolts at the idea. The 
French accept it witbout repulsion. 
Sentimental as they are, they are much 
less sentimental than we, but perhaps 
in a sense more just, for strict justice 
does not concern itself with sex. 


Certainly Frenchwomen stand higher 


at home than any women in Europe, 
but not so high as does the American 
woman in America. Fine and clever aa 
she is, we not only exaggerate her—we 
idealize her as not even the Frenchwom- 
an is idealized. We are apt to put her in 
the place of bygone kings and believe 
she can do no wrong. We may spoil her, 
as has repe-itedly been charged, but she 
is in less danger than she has been, for 
siio is fast getting all her rights, which 
are iupposi d to rectify things. 


The Frenchwoman and American wo- 


man have in general more mind, moro 
culture, than other women in civiliza- 
tion, the American excelling in culture, 
oi late years especially. They are men- 
tally quicker, have finer instincts, are 
better talkers, often brilliant, exceed in 
tact, are unequivocally witty, though 
many men deny to the sex the gift of 
wit. They are, unquestionably, the most 
interesting, tho most attractive, of wom- 
en; may ta onlled, without hyperbole, 
charming. They have that indefinite 
nnt lachrymal L. ptisms, and seem to 
succeed in a rneusure. At least, she goes 
through the ceremony without perishing 
or swooun c, but it is an awful trial, 
and flic is iirrnic to sustain it. This is 
the eur\ of 1lie protracted convulsion. 
Bho now (i'.ceiuls tocorauion sense, and 
acts like a normal vpoir.au. She abruptly 
ceases to ba a high flier.

She is, in general, ten times wiser in 


the so styled affairs of the heart than he 
is or ever can bo. She can take care of 
herself. She wants no assistance, no ad- 
vice. Nature is her teacher. She has a 
genius for lovemaking in her own way 
that has come to her by the heredity of 
ages. She laughs iu her sleeve at the 
theories held about her, but she is eager 
to strengthen them by assuming that 
they are trne. No particle of blame to 
her. As the weaker of the two physical- 
ly she is entitled to all the artifices she 
can command in her own defense.

THE APPOINTMENT OF A WOMAN AS 


A STATE PHYSICIAN. 


Information Far the Earache 8ea«m—Bng> 


llih Women In Africa—Her Bad Taite. 
A Brilliant Youne Woman—A Sermon 


) by Ella Wheeler Wllcoz. 


The woman physician who is to be 


assistant at the Hopkinsville Lunatio 
naylnm, the first appointed of the kind 
in the state's history, Mrs. Dr. F. 
Kathryn Hauser, is a native of New- 
port, Ky. She was educated in the New- 
port publio schools and then entered 
the Cincinnati College of Medicine, 
from which she graduated in 1893, re- 
ceiving a gold medal for the best paper 
on anatomy. 
She then went to New 


York, where she took special coureea in 
the Postgraduate School of Medicine, 
which was supplemented by the study 
of diseases of insane women in a New 
York hospital for the insane. She then 
went to Lexington, jvhere she remained 
a few mouths in the practice of hex pro-

ftssion and last summer went to New 
York and took another four months' 
course in the Postgraduate school, mak- 
ing a specialty of the study of the dis- 
eases of women. 


Mrs. Hauser is a lady of rare good 


common sense. She believes that wom- 
an's sphere, instead of being to shape 
legislation, is the amelioration of man- 
kind. She saya that the modern colleges 
and the new road open to woman's ef- 
fort are but a means to this end, and 
she feels that the opportunities they of- 
fer will ultimately result in great good 
to humanity. She thinks that a woman 
physician is absolutely necessary in all 
eleemosynary institutions where women 
are cared for, and especially does she 
think this the case in asylums for the 
insane. She says that her experience and 
observations in such asylums teach her 
that insane women are frequently -un- 
able to give male physicians anything 
like a perfect idea of their symptoms, so 
that it is well nigh impossible for them 
to properly treat such unfortunates. 


Dv. Hauser believes that the only 


proper way to thoroughly understand 
insane patients is to spend a great deal 
of time in the wards, studying their 
symptoms, their 
temperaments and 


watching over them carefully during as 
many hours of the day as is possible. 
She believes many unfortunate women, 
who are kept locked up in lunatic asy- 
lums for years, might be easily cured 
within n few months were their physical 
condition thoroughly understood by the 
attending physician. She does not mean 
to cast any reflection on the ability of 
male physicians, but she firmly contends 
that no man, however well equipped in 
the science and practice of medicine he 
may be, can understand a woman's con- 
dition as nrfectly as a woman can who 
is approximately as well qualified.— 
Lexington (Ky.) Cor. St. Louis Repub- 
lic. 


The Earache Season*

brimmed hat, think of the danger to 
those lifilo red, cruelly exposed ears. 
The oars of all babies, and even the 
older children, should be well protected 
from the cold nt this season. If this 
•were more generally done, much suffer- 
ing might lia avoided. 
The big stylish 


hats may ba very picturesque, but the 
dainty, warm little hoods are surely 
"sweet" enough to please any mother, 
when they surround tho pretty baby 
facss. And think of the comfort and the 
uafoty to the s:ua)l wearers, and tho un- 
broken sleep for the whole family in- 
stead of the distressful night watches, 
when tho little chnpa are suffering with 
earaehe. 


Yet earache frequently attacks infants 


as well as older children—even the lit- 
tlo ones, who are never taken out ex- 
cept when securely wrapped—and they 
often Buffer unrelieved because they 
cannot make the mother understand 
where the pain lies. It may be suspect- 
ed when a child is seized with a sudden 
and severe fit of crying for which there 
is no visible reason that the pain is in 
the car, especially if certain symptoms 
follow. 
Tlie pain may suddenly sub- 


side and the crying cease, but the head 
will ba restless and be toseod from side' 
to Bide, and the child will complain if 
its ear is touched. 
After a time, worn 


out with crying and pain, the little suf- 
ferer will fall asleep, and in the morn- 
ing it will probably be discovered that 
the ear has been running. 
Something 


must ba dona* or another night's pain 
will be the consequence. Heat is the 
best remedy, and a warm poultice 
Should be applied behind the ear, after 
which it will be well to dry the .^kin 
and rub in a little camphorated oil or 
warm laudanum.

And Be Directly Charges Many American 


Women With Seine Weak About Wealth 
and Society—Possibly ThI* Keen Ob- 
server Mny Be Bight. 


Woman has been noted, time out of 


mind, for her strong preference for what- 
ever she considers best in men, mind 
and manners. Her perception may not 
be clear always, nor her judgment un- 
erring, but her bias is unmistakable. 
She never voluntarily chooses what 
strikes her as inferior or what is social- 
ly disapproved in particular. This dis- 
position ia in the main creditable to 
her, indicative of fine instinct, of fine 
taste. But it may be misdirected, per- 
verted, may savor of what is downright 
snobbery. 


Snobbery would appear to bo indige- 


nous to the old world, where, actively cul- 
tivated, it grows luxuriantly. Over here 
it is soexotic that it needs a new defini- 
tion. It does cot so much moan, with 
us, ono who apes gentility, who meanly 
admires moan things, as ono who pre- 
tends to bo what he is not; who fawns 
on wealth; who is vulgarly ambitious of 
social position. This is the kind of snob- 
bery that many an American woman 
who should be far above it is guilty of 
and grows hardened in with advancing 
years. The representative American wo- 
man, the trne type of tho nation, has no 
such pitiable weakness and despises it, 
as she despises anything false and mean. 
Foreign to the native character it was 
comparatively unknown before tho civil 
•war. Greatly stimulated, strengthened, 
increased by intercommunication with 
Europe and the extraordinary growth of 
wealth, it has become at least a social 
evil to the republic and threatens dur- 
ing the next century to become far 
worse. 


The signs of this spreading snobbery 


are on every hand. It always keeps pacs 
with the expansion of riches—the one is 
cause, the other effect. While constant- 
ly cropping out in woman, it is not 
usually apparent in man unless generat- 
ed, fostered, regulated by her influence. 
He is much simpler, moro democratic, 
far freer from social ambition than she, 
who is inclined to lead him a dance of 
which he scarcely knows the steps and 
for whose measures at first he does not 
>care. How often we see a couple, after 
the man has begun to prosper, strug- 
gling forward to a higher place and a, 
surer recognition, she, always in ad- 
vance, dragging him steadily forward 
and encouraging him to quicker move- 
ment lest he miss something which she 
alone has in her eye. He is satisfied to 
be comfortable, to stand firmly where 
they are, to be reasonably secure of the 
immediate future. She wants to be 
rich, to mount a higher plane, to get a 
foothold on a distant pinnacle concealed 
from him by intervening clouds. 
The 


future he sees, is not hers. Hers is farther 
away, loftier, more uncertain, wrapped 
in shadow, retreating, yet luminous. 


The woman is not so likely to display 


social ambition iu the first few yes>rs of 
her marriage as she is much later, when 
she has a daughter to bring out. At the 
outset the husband geneially has his 
way to make, and she is too much occu- 
pied in aiding him to cherish schemce 
of advancement. But no sooner do they 
begin to prosper, to have a surplus, to 
extend their acquaintance, to find their 
children growing up, than she is iired 
with dreams of preferment, of rising 
into a more distinguished atmosphere, 
ol entering another and more fashiona- 
ble eet. This idea, once entering her 
mind, never leaves it. With its invasion 
peace and rast are banished forever. In 
their place corne anxiety and unflagging 
resolve to benefit by every opportunity, 
and where opportunity is lacking to 
make it, to force all issues to one social 
end* 


Quiet, worthy persons with whom 


she has been intimate for years, and who 
have always been extremely kind and 
considerate, are neglected, finally drop- 
ped in favor of persons far less worthy 
who can expedite her in reaching her 
cherished goal. 
She no longer seeks 


friends, in any trne sense, only those 
who can introduce her to places and peo- 
ple included in her exalted projects. As 
she pursues her aggressive, worldly path 
end purpose, deviating neither to right 
nor left, she grows harder and harder, 
falser and falser, more insolent on one 
hand, more obsequious on the other, un- 
til she bursts into the full bloomed snob, 
to be found in perfection of baseness in 
England alone. 


The husband takes not kindly to his 


new and pernicious education. He gives 
his wife no end of trouble iu fully 
equipping him for a career of snobbery. 
But ehe is so urgent, so zealous, no un- 
tiring that ehe drills him at last into pro- 
ficiency, and members of her set testify 
to his great improvement, his altered 
and really distinguished air. Snob as he 
becomes, he is such by culture and train- 
ing rather than spontaneously. She may 
not be a snob by instinct—she probably 
is not—though continual exposure to the 
influence of wealth and her feverish de- 
sire to emulate the wealthy inoculates 
her with snobbism, and the inoculation 
is certain and coiuplete. 


It would be pleasant to believe that no 


veritable American woman could be con- 
verted to snobbery, but the instances are 
BO many, so flagrant, that the most for- 
vid patriotism cannot doubt. Women 
are not snobs because they are Ameri- 
cans (in spite of it, indeed), but because 
they are women. In trying to belect the 
best they are driven on the worst, and 
are scarcely conscious of it until their 
infatuation is absolute. 
Wealth is a 


gilded monster, which may be repulsive 
Rt a distance, but when he has once laid 
hold of his victims they never want to 
escape. They may groan in his clutches, 
but they regard deliverance as worse 
than death. 


Even a schoolgirl inclines to those of 


her acquaintance who aro handsomely. 
dressed and -,vho drive in their own 
carriace, provided they have cond mnu- 
new aaa winning ',i.>i. j.m» in uatuiai 
and wholly feininiue. 
When she haa 


matured, is married and the center of a 
household, she gro\vs eag'T for contact 
with material luxury whether its pos- 
sessors meet her approval or not. She 
yearns for it heisalf. 
J F she has not 


money, she claims to h.i/e it, lives be- 
yond her means and so becomes fraudu- 
lent. It is bad enough to boast of riches, 
hut to assume to have them is beneath 
contempt. To fawn on riches is the vil- 
est of flunky ism, and many an Ameri- 
can woman, in common with the civi- 
u.ncl ploboi ca&uot bo held innocent of 


the charge. Happily there are Ameri- 
can women and women born in America.

Miss Seawell began to write almost

by that actress until her untimely death. 
She followed this up with other sketches 
and Ftories and with the novels of 
"Tbrockrnorton" (1890) and "Children 
of Destiny" (1893). Tho winning of 
prizes is no novelty to Miss Seawell. 
Her first story for boys won a prize of 
$500 offered by The Youth's Companion. 
So great was the popularity of this story 
that it was made the first of a series 
entitled "Young Heroes of Onr Navy. " 
The succeeding three volumes were all 
written by Miss Seawell. 


Miss Seawell contributed an article to 


Tho Critic in 1891 on "The Creative 
Faculty In Woman" which created dis- 
cufesiou that raged in the magazines for 
mouth* and \\ :vs joined in by no less a 
person than Andrew Lang. Miss Sea- 
well took the negative side of the ques- 
tion.

faculty in woman should take a prize 
over 1,000 competitors, of whom pre- 
sumably cue-half were men.

The mateiial is linen, either white or 


colored, as 7011 may prefer. The decora- 
tion i? painted on it utter other and 
moro practical parts of the work are 
done. 


To begin aright purchase a set of the 


printed lists held together with binders' 
pins. Th«s-o form the work proper. Then 
cut. two pieces of stiff cardboard slight- 
ly larger each way, and :t piece of linen 
as long as the two boards combined, 
pins \i/, inches and just 1 inch wider 
than their width. 


Lay the linen down smoothly and 


carefully on a (able or board and on it 
lay the tvo bonrtls, leaving half an 
inch between them and allowing the 
linen to extend half an inch beyond each 
edge. Tho space between is to form the 
back of the book, so the next step in 


order is to puste over it with extreme 
neatness and care a strip of white crino- 
line of its exact 'vidth. When it is dry, 
paste over each board lightly, using only 
the best flour paste, and return to its 
place, putting the whole under a heavy 
weight. Let it stand so for several hours 
or over night. Then remove the weight 
and paste tho edges of the linen firmly j 
to the underside. Cut a strip of indla i 
or china silk the same size as the linen, 
turn under its edges and paste it with 
great care over the whole, so as to form 
u lining to the entire cover. Again put 
it under a weight to dry. 


When it is firm and to your satisfac- 


tion, paint on the decoration with water 
color paints. If you are clover at figures, 
introduce a Chinaman in his queer gown, 
if not, use some such device as the one 
given. 


When the cover is complete, pass half 


inch ribbon through the leaves of tho 
booklet formed by the printed lists and 
tie it into place. Allow one end of tho 
ribbon to hang to a generous length und 
tie fast to it a well sharpened pencil.
